The applicant aruges on pages 8-9 of the response in essence that: 

Parry '863 cannot be considered to correspond to "automatically setting, in accordance with an authentication by the authentication means, 
a destination for the original image of the document", since any destination that is set is manual. 

Parry '863 discloses that the user is given the opportunity by means of various buttons and controls to make a selection of transmission of 
the document to another printer (Block 170 of Fig. 2, col. 4, lines 35-46). This can be considered automatically setting because the setting 
is facilitated via the user interface 40 without the user having to manually intiate the printing process of Fig. 2 again. Further, claim 1 
requires manual input for reading an image on a document, and does not preclude user interaction. 
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
